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Ram-raid attack on ATM 


Residents raise concerns following third incident in four months

Banstead residents and local 
businesses are concerned, after 
a Barclays cash machine was 
ram-raided before 2am on Sun¬ 
day, September 2. 

The cash machine ram-raid 
has caused extensive damage to 
the building and cash machine 
itself which was abandoned on 
a nearby roundabout. 

This was the third incident 
of its kind in the Banstead area 
in the past four months, after a 
Co-operative in Banstead and 
a Newsagents in Woodman- 
sterne were ram-raided in May. 

Ian Gordon, a retired police 
officer from Banstead, said 
“The people I speak to are cer¬ 
tainly very concerned about 
the absence of police. 

“They feel they’re being let 
down and it’s not the police of¬ 
ficers themselves who are do¬ 
ing the best they can.” 

“Banstead police station 
used to have about probably 40 
officers over a 24 hour period, 
which means that they had a 
full complement of a response 
car, a police officer on the beat. 

“Now it sits with barely any¬ 


body in it. It acts as a part-time 
police station.” 

Officers have been conduct¬ 
ing house to house enquiries in 
the local area, forensic testing 
items left at the scene, and re¬ 
viewing nearby CCTV in order 
to gather evidence. 

Surrey Police believe the 
ATM was removed using a dig¬ 
ger stolen earlier in the even¬ 
ing from a nearby building site. 

Officers believe the thieves 
drove a dark coloured convert¬ 
ible BMW and a Land Rover 
Defender. 

A police spokesperson said: 
“We recognise that ATM thefts 
across Surrey cause concern 
and disruption within the local 
community.” 

Surrey police had sought to 
reassure the public last month 
after a spate of ATM thefts in 
Surrey since July by putting 
out a statement on August 23. 

The statement read: “These 
thefts will often take place in 
more isolated locations and 
some of our areas in Surrey 
are more vulnerable as they 
offer easy access to at least two 
other counties.” 

Anyone with information 
about the two vehicles, ram 
raid, digger theft is asked to

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Council in move to retain staff following exodus of social workers 


An exodus of social workers 
meant Surrey County Council lost 
an entire year’s worth of staff 
intake for children’s services in a 
three-year period. 

Of the 23 members of staff 
recruited to the council’s failing 
children services department in 
2013, all had left SCC by 2016. 
Retention has improved since 
then but the council has suffered 
a “poor reputation” affecting its 
staff recruitment, according to a 
report. 

In a bid to ensure the council 
provides better support, an 
academy of training is being 
set up for all members of 
children’s services and partner 
organisations including police, 
teachers, doctors and volunteer 
organisations. 

The move is part of major plan 
to address the failings identified 
by Ofsted inspectors (Office 
for Standards in Education, 
Children’s Services and Skills) 
who rated the service inadequate 
in its latest report in April. The 
same rating was given in 2014. 

In reports to be considered by 
members of SCC’s Children and 
Education Select Committee 
on Friday, September 7 
transformation plans and a 
restructure of the service is 
outlined. 

This comes just days before 
inspectors from Ofsted are due 
to return to carry out their first 
monitoring visit on September 11 
and 12. 

The report states that turnover 
of staff remains a “significant 
difficulty” added to by 
recruitment and retention 
pressures faced in the South East. 



Surrey County Council has faced staffing issues in its children’s department 


SCC already runs an academy for 
newly-qualified social workers, 
but in a bid to improve its service 
it will now roll-out the support 
and training model to include all 
staff within the department. 
Noting the exodus of staff 
between 2013-2016, the report 
says: “While an exodus on this 
scale has not been repeated in 
more recent years [of the 2015 
intake we have retained 75 
percent of staff to date] there 
is evidence of staff supported 


by the academy early in their 
careers leaving after around two 
years and taking their experience 
and knowledge with them.” 

The new academy will include the 
current social work academy and 
will offer all staff working with 
children, schools and families 
training and support to develop 
their career taking a “back to 
basics” approach to “ensure all 
staff have up-to-date knowledge 
and skills to fulfill their roles”. 
Ofsted formally met with

SCC leaders on June 25 to 
comment on the council’s draft 
improvement plan which will also 
be considered at the meeting on 
Friday. 

The Ofsted monitoring visit on 
September 11 and 12 will focus 
on child protection and children 
who have recently “ceased being 
subjects of child protection 
plans”. 

Managers say they are not 
expecting the inspectors to 
“observe improvement” due to 


the scale of change needed 
adding in the report: “We 
have advised Ofsted that 
it is unlikely they will see 
any real improvement in 
the quality of services 
until our transformation 
work has taken hold.” 

The improvement plan 
looks at restructuring the 
service, better partner 
engagement, a practice 
model including looking 
at CAMHS (child and 
adolescent mental health 
services) and supporting 
foster carers and a focus on 
how leaders and managers 
work. This includes the 
setting up of an Ofsted 
Priority Action Board 
chaired by Hampshire 
County Council’s CEO John 
Coughlin. 

The inadequate rating the 
department received was 
the second to be given to 
Surrey. 

The report acknowledges 
the approach to the first 
inadequate rating in 
2014 was “not successful” 
and that the council’s poor 
reputation made it difficult 
to recruit and retain social 
workers. 

It states: “The findings 
of the Ofsted Inspection 
show that we have failed to 
provide services that offer 
proper levels of help and 
protection for children in 
Surrey. 

“The set of conditions that 
have led to this failure are 
deep seated, will be tackled 
at pace, but the change we 
need to achieve will not be 
quick.”

I call on Mytime leisure centres, all supermarkets, all shops 
to put up a sign ‘Public humilia-tion/smacking of children is not 
tolerated here’. I seriously think parenting education should be 
made compulsory.

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Group reforms to record piece and make video 

Band discovers 
lost 1960s song

A rock band with a combined 
age of 380 is making a come¬ 
back with a re-release of a song 
thought to have been lost. 

The Presidents, which com¬ 
prises members from Epsom 
and Sutton, was first signed to 
Decca Records - now part of 
Universal Music Group - during 
the 1960s. 

They recorded a song titled 
‘She Said Yeah’, written by Rod¬ 
dy Jackson and the late Sonny 
Bono, with the group going on 
to be recorded by the Rolling 
Stones. 

It was passed over to the 
band’s label Decca Records, but 
the original acetate was never 


received and thought to be 
“lost”. 

However, after more than 50 
years, it has been found and re- 
released by Harlesden-based Ace 
Records on a compilation CD. 

Now members Martin Cowtan 
and Robin May hew have gath¬ 
ered the group back together to 
record it again alongside a new 
music video. 

Mr Mayhew said: “The Presi¬ 
dents have a combined age of 
380 years, so a little older than 
The Rolling Stones who they 
once supported! 

“The late Ian Stewart [re¬ 
garded as the fifth Stone] was 
a good friend of ours. He loved 
this song and The Stones actu¬ 
ally included their version on 
their Decca album ‘Out of Our 
Heads’. 

“We always thought that was 
a bit odd I mean our version lost 


and they bring it out!” 

Newspaper the Surrey Comet 
covered The Presidents in 1964, 
as “one of Sutton’s leading 
‘rock’ groups”, before they re¬ 
leased their first record. 

At the time, they had been 
playing together for three years 
and were a resident group at the 
Red Lion Club in Sutton High 
Street. 

The members were lead gui¬ 
tarist Mr Mayhew from Ewell, 
vocalist Ricky Tyrell from Sut¬ 
ton, bass guitarist Tony Busson 
from Epsom, rhythm guitarist 
Tony Finch from North Cheam, 
and drummer Eddie Patterson - 
also from Sutton. 

The title of their record was 
‘Let the Sun Shine In’, with the 
flip side being ‘Candy Man’. 

Now the group is back togeth¬ 
er again after more than five 
decades.

Dates that changed the motor industry 



150 years ago, when 
Exchange and Mart was 
just starting out, cars 
were still a bit of a pipe 
dream. It was such a new 
concept that motoring 
laws and regulations 
that are commonplace 
today didn't even exist.

1903

The 
same year that the speed 
limit was raised from 14 
miles per hour to 20 miles 
per hour. 

This was also the year 
that driving licences 
were first introduced at a 
cost of 5 shillings, 25p in 
today's money. 


1904 

One of Britain's most 
iconic car manufacturers, 
Rolls-Royce Limited, 
was formed by Charles 
Stewart Rolls and 
Frederick Henry Royce. 

1907 

With 25,000 black cabs in 
London, it's easy to forget 
a time when they weren't 
around. This was the year 
that cabs with meters 
first began operating in 
London. 

1920 

Jumping ahead a few 
years. Motor Vehicle 
Excise Duty, otherwise 
known as car tax, began 
for the 1 million drivers 
that were on the road 
in Britain. Small numbers 
compared to the 31.3 
million cars licensed for 
use in the UK in March 
2018. 

1925 - 1935 

Considering the number 
of drivers on the road, it 
wasn't until this 10 year 
period that 3 important 
aspects of road safety 
were introduced. Firstly in 


1925, the first three-colour 
traffic signal was installed 
in London, in 1931 the 
Highway Code was 
launched and in 1935 the 
compulsory driving test 
was introduced. 

1958 

Travelling the length 
and breadth of the UK 
may be time consuming 
but compared to 1958 
when the first motorway 
opened, it's pretty simple. 

1960 

The MOT test was 
introduced for cars 10 
years old. 

1967 

The Road Safety Act of 
1967 introduced the first 


maximum legal blood 
alcohol or drink driving 
limit but it wasn't until 16 
years later in 1983 that it 
became law for drivers 
and front passengers to 
wear seatbelts. 

1996 

61 years after the driving 
test, the theory driving test 
was introduced. 

2017 

An electric driverless car 
was tested in public for 
the first time in Milton 
Keynes. 

The future looks very 
exciting for the world of 
cars and we're looking 
forward to being a part 
of it.

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AMERICAN ANIMALS (15): Based on the true 
story of four young men who orchestrated a daring 
heist in December 2004 at Transylvania University 
in Kentucky, American Animals elegantly melds 
documentary and dramatisation to sift through the 
contradictory testimonies of the perpetrators. The 
reliability of these remorseful narrators, who were 
arrested and sentenced, stokes the intrigue of writ¬ 
er-director Bart Layton’s thriller. “I guess you just 
have to take my word for it,” comments one real-life 
robber, who appears on screen alongside the actor 
playing him. The men’s words and actions blur - a 
neat stylistic conceit, which Layton uses sparingly 
and to great effect as his film gathers momentum, 
careening at alarming speed towards an inevitable 
final reckoning. “In real life, the bad guys don’t get 
to ride off into the sunset with the money,” one rob¬ 
ber notes. 

THE MISEDUCATION OF CAMERON POST (15): 

Based on a novel by Emily M Danforth, The Mised- 
ucation Of Cameron Post chronicles the dam¬ 
age wrought by a gay conversion therapy camp 
through the eyes of one girl (Chloe Grace Moretz), 
who wages a war of attrition against counsellors 
and discovers her greatest weapons are her com¬ 
passion and wit. The script, co-written by director 
Desiree Akhavan and Cecilia Frugiuele, skips nim¬ 
bly though an emotional minefield of raging hor¬ 
mones and adolescent angst as tortured teenagers 
- known as disciples - root out the source of their 
supposed imperfection. One girl suggests that her 
father’s love of TV sports might have negatively 
impacted her femininity at an impressionable age. 
It’s easy to scoff, but the majority of US states 
have not banned conversion therapy for minors on 
the basis of gender identity or sexual orientation. 
Acerbic humour is deftly employed to cut through 
the tension between camp staff and disciples, em¬ 
boldened by a purse-lipped supporting turn from 
Jennifer Ehle as the therapist, who claims her 
practices can help teenagers rediscover the path 
to heterosexuality. 

SEARCHING (12A): A father’s quest to track down 
his missing daughter unfolds in overlapping win¬ 
dows on a desktop computer screen in writer-di¬ 
rector Aneesh Chaganty’s smartly executed thriller. 
Tapping into timely concerns about cyberbullying 
and social media peer pressure, Searching em¬ 
ploys the same stylistic conceit as 2014 super¬ 
natural horror Unfriended and its sequel to test the

bond between a parent (John Cho) and 16-year- 
old child (Michelle La) in a 24-hour digital age 
where appearances can be dangerously decep¬ 
tive. Chaganty’s script, co-written by Sev Ohanian, 
invites us to piece together evidence by following 
the distraught pater familias’ cursor as he clicks 
on video files, initiates a video conference call or 
makes several wrong guesses at his daughter’s 
passwords. Every second could mean the differ¬ 
ence between the closing shot of a funeral or a 
tear-filled reunion. Searching loses a little of its fo¬ 
cus in a messy final act, which incorporates GPS 
tracking and TV news coverage, but by this point 
in the serpentine story, we are fully invested in the 
fractured central relationship and its resolution. 
Rating: Three stars 

THE HAPPYTIME MURDERS (15): In 2003, Tony 
Award-winning musical Avenue Q imagined an al¬ 
ternate reality in which humans and puppets co-ex¬ 
ist and two hand-operated felt characters engage 
in vigorous on-stage coitus. The Happytime Mur¬ 
ders arrives woefully late to the same raucous, ex¬ 
pletive-laden party without the uproarious laughter. 
Directed by Brian Henson, whose father created 
The Muppets, this filthy minded whodunnit dangles 
loosely on a couple of outlandish sex scenes and 
a homage to Basic Instinct that ultimately serves a 
narrative purpose. At one of the film’s initial crime 
scenes, a private investigator is drawn to a curli- 
cued capital letter on a ransom note and growls, 
“This mystery was brought to you by the letter P”. 
The gumshoe is correct: Henson’s film is puerile, 
pitiful, potty mouthed, predictable, preposterous 


and politically incorrect to the point of tedium. 
YARDIE (15): Viewed against a dispiriting back¬ 
drop of violent crime across London, gritty coming- 
of-age story Yardie is the wrong film in the right 
place at the right time. Sadly. Adapted from a novel 
by Victor Headley, Idris Elba’s feature directorial 
debut is an uneven and emotionally unsatisfying 
drama set in 1970s Jamaica and 1980s London. 
The cast’s thick, melodic accents render some of 
the leaden dialogue in Brock Norman Brock and 


Martin Stellman’s script unintelligible and contrib¬ 
ute to a lack of emotional investment in characters 
as they wrestle with their desires. The film opens in 
1973 Kingston, a capital stained with the blood of 
innocent bystanders caught in the crossfire of the 
rival Tapper and Spicer gangs, and eventually fast- 
forwards to the streets of 1980s London. Yardie 
is a depressingly familiar tale of macho posturing, 
failed ambition and deep-rooted grief that lacks a 
distinctive voice behind the camera.

Hodgson baffled by Palace’s woes without Zaha 


Roy Hodgson recognises Crystal 
Palace have become over-reliant on Wilfried 
Zaha and that he does not know how to 
solve what has become a long-term 
problem. 

Saturday’s 2-0 home defeat by South¬ 
ampton, after Zaha failed a late fitness test 
on a groin injury, means they still have not 
won without their finest player since do¬ 
ing so away to Sunderland in September 
2016. 

Last season’s struggles against relega¬ 
tion also owed much to the way they con¬ 
sistently lost while he was injured, but even 
after a promising summer transfer window 
they are devoid of inspiration without him. 

Southampton’s first Premier League 
victory of the season - which left Palace 


with three league defeats from four - was 
secured by goals from Danny Ings and 
Pierre-Emile Hojbjerg as the hosts strug¬ 
gled as much in defence as they did in the 
final third. 

Hodgson said: “I don’t quite know what I 
can do about it until such time as we play a 
game without Wilf and win. It’s a fact. Again 
he didn’t play and again we didn’t win. It’s a 
pure fact that we have to learn to live with. 

“He was injured in the very last minutes 
of the training session. The injury was suf¬ 
ficient to keep him out of the game. He had 
done something to his left [groin]. 

“There will be games where Wilf doesn’t 
play and I would like to think that the squad 
that we have is good enough to win without 
him. It’s a stretch to say because Wilf is un¬ 


able to play, the other players can’t produce 
what they are capable of. 

“Our performance after the penalty was 
lively and we did ask a lot of questions of their 
defence and goalkeeper [Alex McCarthy] and 
they answered those questions very well. In 
the end we suffered the indignity of a 95th- 
minute goal. 

“[But] I don’t think we played anywhere 
near good enough in the first 60-65 minutes 
to merit victory.”
